Mr, Post takes a great interest in the ex-
position largely on account of the fact that
he was a resident of Nebraska for many
years, He Is a brother of Judge A. M. Post
of Columbus, and was associnted with him
in the banking business In York for sev-
eral years, afterwards serving in the office
of Lorenzo Crounse when the latter was col-
Iector of internal revenue for this district.

Mr. Post says Oklahoma will make a
showing that will completely surprise peo-
ple who are not famlliar with the condi-
tions prevalling in that section.

PRINTERS' ELECTION IS NEAR

Internationnl Typographical Union
OMcers to Be Choven by Nefer-
endum for the Firnt Time,

During the last few months there has
been considerable interest shown In the out-
come of the approaching electlon of officers
by the Internntional Typographical unlon.
The election is appointed for May, and not
till the last of the month will the result he
known. The union has never elected ita
officers before by referendum, although its
law and regulations have been voted on by
#ll the members of the unlon for some time,
and quite a different result s anticipated
from that which the convention voting has
brought about. One feature of the present
method of clecting which many of the mem-
bers feel 18 a mistake, I8 that the election
was set for the month of May, no date belng
deslgnated, and as many of the unlona will
not vote till the last of the month it Is
thought that they wlill be Influenced by
